Our laſt Advices from Germany intorm us, That 
the Miniſter of Hanover has urg'd the Council 
at Rati bonne to exert themſelves in Behalf of

They write trom Berlin ot the 13th, O. S. That 
the true Delign of General Fleming's Viſit to 
that Court was, to Inſmuate, that it will be 
for the mutual Intereſt of the King of Pruſſia 
and. King Augnſtus to enter into a new Alli- 
ance ; bur that the Miniſters of Pruſſia are not 
inclined to his Sentiments. We hear trom Fen- 
na, That his Imperial Majeſty has exprefled

more effectual Meaſures were taken for acting 
vigoroutly againſt the Enemy the enſuing Cam- 
paign. Upon this Repreſentation, the Empe- 
ror has given Orders to ſeveral Regiments to 
march towards the Rhine, and diſpatched Ex- 
preſſes to the reſpective Princes of the Empire 
to deſire an Augmentation of their Forces. 

Theſe Letters add, That an Expreſs arrived 
at the Hague on the 2oth Inſtant, with Advice, 
That the Enemy having made a Detachment 
from Towrnay of 1500 Horſe, each Trooper 
carrying a Foot-Soldier behind him, in order to 
ſurpriſe the Garriſon of Aloſt; the Allies, upon 
Notice of their March, ſent out a ftrong Body of 
Troops from Ghent, which engaged the Ene- 
wy at Aſche, and took 200 of them Priſoners, 
obliging the reſt to retire without making any 
further Attempt. On the 224 in the Morning, 


a Fleer 
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a Fleet of Merchant Ships coming from Scop. 
land, were actacked by Sig French Privateeis 
at the Entrance of the Meuſe. We have yet 
no certain Advice of the Event: Bur Letters 
trom Rotterdam ſay, That a Dutch Man of War 
of Forty Guns, which was Convoy to the ſaid 
Fleet, was taken, as were alſo Eighteen of the 
Merchants. The Swiſs Troops, in the Service 
of the States, have compleared the Augmenta- 
tion of their reſpective Companies. oſe of 
IWirtems and Pos are expected on the 
Frontiers Within few Days; and the Auxiliaries 
from Saxony, as alſo 2 Battalion of Holſtein, and 
another of Hofembuttle, are advancing thither 
with all Expedition.

Letters frm Taly ſay, That the Marquis ae 
Prie, upon the Receipt of an Expreſs fiom the 
Court of Via, went immediateiy to the Pa- 
lace of Cardinal Paulucci, Miniſter of State to 
his Holine's, and demanded in the Name ot his 
Imperial Maicſty, that King Charles ſhould be 
forrhwith acknowledged King of Spain, by 
a ſolemn Act cf the r,- regation of Cardina!s 
appointed for that Purpole : He declared at the 
lame Time, That if the leaſt Helitarion weie 
made in this moſt important Article of the late 
Treaty, he ſhould not only be obliged to leave 
Rome himſelf, but alſo tranſwit his Nlalten's 
Orders to ihe Imperial Troops to face about, 


and return into the Ecclebaitical Dommions. 


When the Cardinal reported this Mefſſage to the 
Pope, his Holineſs was ſtruck with ſo ſeniible 
an Affliction, that he burſt into Tears. His Sor- 
row was aggravated by Letters which 1mime- 
diately after arrived from the Court of Madrid, 
wherein his Nuncio acquainred lim, That upon 
the News of his Accommodation with rhe Em- 
pero, he had received a Meſſage to forbear com- 
ng to Court; and the Pecpie were fo highly pra- 
voked, that they could hardly be reſtrain'd from 
inſulting his Palace. Theſe Letters add, That the 
King of Denmark was gone from Florence to 
Piſa, and from Piſa re Legborn, Where the G- 
vernour paid his Majeſty all imaginable Ho- 
nours. The King deſigned to go from thence ro 
Lucca, where a Magnificent Tournam*ut was 
prepared for his Diverhon. - An Engliſh Man of 
War, which came from Port Mahon to Leghorn 
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in 5 Days, brought Advice, That the Fleet com- 
manded by Admiral IWh/taker was lately ar- 
rived at Barcelona, with the Troops and Ammu- 
nition which he had taken in at Naples. 

General Bone v, Governor of Commacch1o, had 
ſummoned the Magiſtrates of all the Towns 
near that Place to appear betore him, and rake 
an Oath of Fidelity to his Imperial Majeity, 
commanding alto the Gentry to pay him Ho- 
mage, on Pain of Death and Confiſcation ot 
Goods. Advices from Swrſſcrland intorm vs, 
That the Bankers of Geneva were utrerly ru 
ned by the Failure of Mr. Bernard.

yrant. They had ſpent whole Months thus, 
one injuring, the other complaining ; when in 
the Midtt of this Rage towards each other, they 
were commanded upon the Attack of the Ca 
ſtie, where the Corporal received a Shot in the 
Thigh, and tell; the French preſſing on, and he 
expecting to be trampled to Death, called out to 
his Enemy, Ah, Valentine! Can you leave me 
here,? Lalentine immediately ran k, and in 
the Midit of a thick Fire of the French, took the 
Corporal upon his Back, and brought him thro'

When he was brought to a Tent, his Wounds 
were dreſſed by Force; bur the next Day, till 
calling upon Falentine, and lamenting his Cruel- 
ties to him, he died in the Pangs of Remorle 
and Deſpair.

The Mcans 
he uſes to ſatisfic her were, to perſwade the 
Greeks to attack the Trojans ; that fo they mighit 
E the Conſequence of contemning Ac/2:1- 
er, and the Miſeries they ſuffer if he docs not 
head them. The next Night he orders Aa- 
memnos,, in a Dream, to attack them; who was 
deceived with the Hopcs of obtaining a Victo- 
77 and alſo taking the City without ſharing 
the Honour with Achilles. 

On the 22d in the Morning, he aſſembles 
the Council, and having made a Feint of railing 
the Siege and retiring, he declares to them his 
Dream; and, together with Neſtor and Ces, 
reſolves on an Engagement. 

This was the 23d Day, which is full of Inci- 
dents, and which continues from almoſt the 
Beginning of the Second Canto to the Eighth. 
The Armies being then drawn up in View of 
one another, Hector brings it about, that Mu- 
laut and Paris, the Two Perſons concerned in 
rhe Quarrel, ſhould decide ir by a tingle Com- 
bat; which tending ro the Advantage of Al. e- 
laus, was interrupted by a Cowardice infuſed 
by Minerva: Then both Armies engage, where 
the Trojans have the Diſadvantage ; but being 


afterwards animated by Apclo, they r-pulſe 
the 
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the Enemy, yet they are once again foreed to 

ive Ground, but their Affairs were rerrieved 

by Heer who has a ſingle Combat with Ajax. 

Gods threw themſelves into the Battle, 

June and Minerva took the Grecrans Part, and 

Apollo and Mars the Trojans : But Mars and V- 
nus are both wounded by Diomedes. 

The Truce for burying the Slain ended the 
23d Day; after which the Grceks threw up a 

at Intrenchment ro ſecure their Navy trom 
Þa . Councils are held on both Sides. On 
the Morning of the 24th Day, the Battle is re- 
newed, but in a very diſadvantagious Manner 
to the Greeks, who were beaten back to their 
Retrenchments. Agamemnon being in Deſpair 
at this ill Succeſs, propoſes to the Counſel to 

it the Enterprize and retire from Troy. Bur 
by the Advice of N.ſtor, he is perſwaded to re- 
ain Achilles, by returning . and ſending 
him conſiderable Preſents. Hereupon, Che 
and Ajax are ſent to that Hero, who conti- 
nues inflexible in his Anger. Ulyſſes, at his 
Return, joins himſelf with Diomedes, and goes 
in the Night to gain Intelligence of the Ene- 
my: They enter into their very Camp, where, 
finding the Centinals aſleep, they made a great 
Slaughter. Rheſus, who was juſt then arrived 
with Recruits from Thrace for the Trojans, was 
killed in that Action. Here ends the ioth Can- 
to.

to the Gallies, to ſtand ro their Arms to pro- 
ret him from Violence; bur that he began to 
be in as much Apprehenſion of his Guards, as 
thoſe from whom they were to defend him. 
When that Veſlel came away, the Soldiers 
murmured 289 for Want of Pay; and ie 
was generally believed, they would pillage the 
Magazines, as the Garriſons of Grenoble, and 
other Towns of France, had already done.

The Indignarion 
which Eugenio, who is 2 Gentleman of a juſt 
"Tait, has, upon Occaſion of ſeeing humane Na- 
ture fall ſo low mtheir Delights, made him, I 
thought, expatiate upon the Mention of this 
Play very agreeably. Of all Men living, {aid he, 
i pity Place, (who muſt be Men of good Un- 
derftanding to be capable of being ſuch) that 
they are obliged to repeat and aſlume proper 
{tr itnres for repreſenting Things of which their 
Pa ſon muſt be aſhamed, and which they muſt 
atldain their Audience for approving. The A- 
mendment of theſe low Gratifications is only to 
be made by People of Condition, by encoura- 
ging the Preſentation of the Noble Characters 
drawn by Shakeſpeare and others, from when 
it is impoſſible ro return without ſtreng Impreſ- 
tions of Honour and Humanity. On theſe Oc- 
cations, Diſtreſs is laid before us with all its 
Cauſes and Conſequences, and our Reſentment 
laced according to the Merit of the Perſons at- 
Hiced. Were Drama of this Nature more ac- 
ceptable to the Taſt of the Town, Men whe 
have Genius would bend their Srudies ro excel 
in 'em. How forcible an Effect this would have 
on our Mind: one needs no more than to obſerve 
ww 
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how ſtrongly we are touched by meer Pictures. 
Who can fee Le Brur's Picture of the Battle of 
Po u, without entring into the Character of that 
tierce gallant Man, and being accordingly ſpurred 
to an Emulation of his Conttancy and Courage ? 
When he is falling with his Wound, the Fea- 
tures are at the fame Time very terrible and 
languiſhing ; and there is ſuch a ſtern Faintneſs 
diffuſed through all his Look, as is apt to move 
a kind of Horrour, as well as Pity in the Be- 
holder. This, I ſay, is an Effect gong by 
meer Lights and Shades, contider alſo a Repre- 
ſentation made by Words only, as in an Account 
given by 2 good Writer: Catiline in Salluſt 
makes juſt ſuch a Figure as Poris by Le Brun. 
It is ſaid of him, Catilina vero longe @ ſui; inter 
Hojtium Cadavera repertus eſt; paululum etiam 
ſpiraus, Ferocitatemque Animi quam vious havuc- 
rat in Tutu retincus. * Catiline was found kill'd 
far from his own Men among the dead Bo- 
* dics of rhe Enemy : He ſeemed ſlill to breath, 
and ſtill retained in his Face the ſame Fierce- 
* neſs he had when he was living.” You have 
in that one Sentence a lively Impreſſion of his 
whole Lite and Actions. Whar | would in{- 
nuate from all this, is, That it the Painter and 
the Hiſtorian can do thus much in Colours and 
Language, 'whar may not be performed by an 
excellent Poet? When the Character he draws 
is repreſented by the Perſon, the Manner, the 
Look, and the Motion, ofen accomplithed Play - 
er: It a Thing painted or related can irreuſti- 
bly enter our Hearts, what may not be brought 
ro paſs by ſeeing generous Things pertormed be- 
tore our Eyes? Ergauo ͤ ended his Diſcourſe, by

Letters trom Naples oy gth Inſtant, N. S.

In the mean 
Time it is alſo reported, That his Equipage, as 
an Ambaſſador on this Great Occation, is actual- 
ly on the March towards him.

Their High Mightineſſes ha- 
ving ent Orders to their Miniſters at Hamvurg 
and Dantzice, to engage the Magiltrates oi 
thoſe Cities to forbid the Sale of Corn to the 
French, and to ſignify to them, That the Dutch 
Merchants will buy up as much of that Com- 
modity as they can ſpare. The Hamburghers 
have accordingly contracted with the Dutch, 
and refuſed any Commerce with the French on 
that Occaſion.

alſo through that Place. Thoſe Troops were to 
be followed by 6 Battalions more. 

Letters trom Naples of the 16th of April ſay, 
That the Marquis de Price's Son was arrived 
chere, with Inſtructions from his Father, to t1g- 
nity to the Viceroy the Neceſſity his Imperial 
Majeſty was under, of deliring an Aid from that 
Kingdom, for 8 on the extraordinary 
Expences of the War. On the 14th of the fame 
Month, they made a Review of the Jy 
Troops in that Garriſon, and afterwards of rhe 
Marines ; one Part of whom will embark with 
thoſe deſigned for Barcelona, and the reſt are to 
be ſent on Board the Gallies appointed to convoy 
Provilions to that Place. 

We hear from Rome, by Letters dated tlie 
.2oth of April, That the Count de Mellos, Envoy 
from the King of Portugal, had made his Pub- 
lick Entry into that City with much State and 
Magnifticence. The Pope has lately held Two 
other Conliſtories, wherein he made a Promo- 
tion of Two Cardinals; but the Acknowledg- 
ment of King Charles is ſtill deterred. 

Letters from other Parts of Tah adviſe us, 
That the Doge of Fenice continues dangeroully 
Ill : That the Prince de Carignan having relaps'd 
into a violent Fever, died the 23d of April, in 
his 8oth Year.

they hear from Hungary, that the Imperaliſts 
have had feveral ſucceſsful Skirmiſhes with the 
Malecontents. 

Letters from Paris, dated May the 6th, ſay, 
That the Mareſchal de Theſſ: arrived there on the 
29th of the laſt Month, and that the Chavelier 
de Benil was ſent thither by Don Pedro Renquiilo 
with Advice, That the Contederate Squadron ap- 

cared betore Alicant onthe 17th, and having for 
»me Time cannonaded the City, endeavourcd 
to land ſome Tioops tor the Relief of the Ca- 
ſtle; but General wy gy finding the Paſſes 
well guarded, and the Enterprize dangerous, 
demanded ro capitulate for the Caltle ; which 
being granted him, the Garriſon, conſiſting of 
600 Regular Troops, marched out with their 
Arms and Baggage the Day following; and be- 
ing received on Board, they immediately fer Sail 
for Barcelona.

{cr,'d, and condemn'd to Death ; but ohr others 
went to the Magiſtrate who pronoun ' that Sen.

vate Converſations for accompliſhing the 
nds of his Embaſly. It is ſaid at as ſoon 
as the Preliminaries are adjuſted, that Miniſter 
is to return to the French Court. The States of 
Holland have reſolved to make it an Inſtruction 
to all their Men of War and Privateers, to bring 
into their Ports whatever Neutral Ships they 
ſhall meet with laden with Corn, and bound for 
France; and to avoid all Caufe of Complaint 
trom the Potentates to whom theſe Ships ſhall 
belong, their full Demand for their Freight 
ſhall id them there. The French Prote- 
ſtants reſiding in that Country have applied 
themſelves to their reſpective Magiſtrates, deſi- 
ring that there may be an Article in the Trea- 


2 of Peace, which may give Liberty of Con-

ience to the Proteſtants in France. Monſieur 
Boſnage, Miniſter of the Vallon Church at Rot- 
terdam, has been at the Hague, and hath had 
ſome Conferences with the Deputies of the 
States on that Subject. It is reported there, 
That all the French Refugees in thoſe Domi- | 
nions are to be naturalized, that they may enjoy | 
the ſame good Effects of the Treaty with the 
Hollanders themſelves, in reſpect to France. 

Letters from Pary ſay, The People conceive 
great Hopes of a ſudden Peace, from Monſieur 
Jiorcy's being employed in the Negotiation, he 
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being a Miniſter of too great Weight in tna 
Court, to be ſent on any Employment in which 
his Maſter would not act in a Manner wherein 
he might juſtly promiſe himſelt Succeſs. The 
French Advices add, That there is an Inſurrection 
in Po:Fou; 3cco Men having taken up Arms, 
and beaten the Troops which were appointed to 
diſperſe them: Tln ee of the Mutineers being 
taken, were immediately executed; and as ma- 
ny of the King's Party were uſed after the {ame 
anner. 
Our late Act of Naturalization hath had ſo 
eat an Effect in Foreign Parts, that ſome 
rinces have prohibited the French Retugecs in 
their Dominions to fell or transter their Eitates 
to any other of their Subjects; and at the fame 
Time have granted them greater Immunitics 
than they hitherto enjoyed. It has been alto 
thought neceſlary to reſtram their own Subjects 


from leaving their native Countiy, on Pain of

Letters from the Hague, bearing Date the 
ziſt Inſtant, N. S. adviſe, That his Grace the 
Duke of Marlborough, immediately after his Ar- 
rival, ſent his Secretary to the Preſident and the 
Penſionary, to acquaint them therewith. Soon 
after, theſe Miniſters viſited the Duke, and made 
him Compliments in the Name of the States- 
General; after which they enter'd into a Con- 
ference with him on the preſent Poſture of Af- 
fairs, and gave his Grace Aſſurances of the firm 
Adherence of the States to the Alliance: At the 
fame Time acquainting him, That all Overtures 
of Peace were rejected, till they had an Oppor- 
tunity of acting in Concert with their Allies on 
that Subject. After this Interview, the Penſio- 
nary and the Preſident returned to the Aſſembly 
of the States. Monſicur Torcy has had a Confe- 
rence at the Penſioner's Houſe with his Grace 
the Duke of Marlborough, Prince Eugene, and 
his Excellency the Lord Townſhend. The Re- 
fult of what was debated ar that Time is kept 
{ecret ; but there appears an Air of Satisfaction 
and good Underſtanding between theſe _ 

{ CIS, 
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ſters. We are apt alſo to give our ſelves very 
hopeful Proſpects from Monſicur Torcy's _ 
employed in this Negotiation, who has been at- 
ways remarkable for a Particular Way of Think- 
ing, in his Senſe of the Greatneſs of France; 
which he has always ſaid, Was to be promoted 
rather by the Arts of Peace, than thoſe of War. 
His delivering himſelf freely on this Subje 2, has 
formerly appeared an unſucceſsful Way to Power 
in that Court; but in its preſent Circumſtan- 
ces, thoſe Maxims are better received; and it 
is thought a certain Argument of the Since- 
rity of the French King's Intentions, thar this 
Miniſter is at preſent made uſe of.

Letters from the Hague of the ziſt Inſtane, 
N. F. fav, That the Articles Preitminary to 4 
general Peace were ſettled. communicated to the 
States-General, and all the Foreign Miniſters re- 
liding there, and tranſmitted to their reſpective 
Matters on the 2%h. Monſieur lercy immedi- 
ately retu ned to the Court of France, from 
whence he is expected again on rhe 4th of the 
next Month with thoſe Articles ratified by that 
Court. The Hague is agreed upon tor the Place 
of Treaty, and the 15th of the next Month the 
Day on which it is to commence. The Terms 
whereon this Negociation is founded, are nor 
yet declared by publick Authority; but what is 
molt generally received, is as tollows: 

Her Majeſty's Right and Title, and the Pro- 
teſtant Succeſſion ro thoſe Dominions, is forth- 
with to be acknowledged. King Charles is 
to be owned the lawful Sovereign of Spain. 
The French King ſhall not only recall his Troops 
our of that Kingdom, and deliver up to the 
Allies the Towns of Roſes, Fonterahia , and, 
Pampelona; but in caſe the Duke of Anjou ſhall 
not rerire out ot the Spaniſh Dominions, he ſhall 
be obliged to a lit the Allies to force him from 
thence. A Cetlation of Arms is agreed upon for 
Two Months from the firſt Day of the Treaty. 
The Port and Fortifications of Dynk:rk are to be 
demoliſhed within Four Months; but the Town 
it ſelt lefr in the Hands of the French, The Pre- 
tender is to be obliged to leave France. All N-w- 
foundland is to be reitored to the Englith, As to 
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the other Parts of America, the French are to re- 
fore whatever they may have taken from the 
Engliſb, as the Engliſh in like Manner to give 
up what they may have taken from rhe French 
before the Commencement of the Treaty. The 
Trade between Great Britain and France hall be 
ſettled upon the ſame Foundation as in the Reign 
of King Charles the Second. 

The Dutch are to have for their Barriers, New- 
port, Berg, St. Vinox, Furnes, Ipres, Lille, Tour- 
nay, Doua, Valenciennes, Conde, Maubenge, Mons, 
Charlere, Namur, and Luxemburg; all which 
Place all be delivered up to the Allies be- 
fore the End of June. The Trade berween 
Holland and France ſhall be on the ſame Foot as 
in 1664. The Cities of Strasburg, Briſac, and 
Alſatia, ſhall be reſtored to the Emperor and 
Empire; and the King of France, purſuant to 
the Treaty of Weſtphalia in 1643, ſhall only re- 
tain the Protection of Ten Imperial Cities, wiz. 
Colmar, Schleſtat, Haguenau. Munſter, Turkein, 
-_ emberg, Obrenheim , Roſbeim, Weiſemburg , 
and Landau; Huninguen, Fort Louis, Fort Kiel 


and New Briſac, ſhall be demoliſhed, and all 


the Fortificarions from Baſil to Phil;psburg. The 
King of Pruſſia ſhall remain in the peaceable 
Poſſeſnon of Newfchatel. The Affair of Orange, 
as alſo the Pretenſions of his Pruſſian Majeſty in 


the French Comte, ſhall be determined at this 


general Negociation of Peace. The Duke of da- 
oy ſhall have a Reſtitution made of all that has 
been taken from him by the French, and remain 
Maſter of Ex:l/es, Chamont, Feneſtrelles, and the 
Valley of Pragelas.

He thar has 
this in PerteCtion, is Maſter of his Companion, 
without letting him ſee it; and has the (ame 
Advantage over Men ot any other Qyalificatioas 
whatſoever, as one that can ſee would have over 
a blind Man ot Ten vg his Strengrh. 
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This is what makes Sep/ronizs the Dailing of 
all who converſe with him, and the mott Power- 
tul with his Acquaintance ot any Man in Town. 
By the Light of this Faculty, he acts with great 
Eaſe and Freedom among the Men of Pleaſu:e, 
and acquits himſelt with Skill and Diſpatch 
among the Men ot Bulineſs.

We are come 
into a good Method enough (t we were not iti- 
terrupted in our Mirth be fuch an Appatition as 
a Play of Johnſon's) ro be emertained at more 
Eaſe, both ro the Syectator and rhe Writer, 
than in tlie Days of Old. Ir is no Ditkevlty to 
get Hats, and Swords, and Wigs, and Shouge, 
and every Thing elſe, from the aps in Town, 
and make a Man thow himſelt by his Habir, 
wirhout more ado, to be a Countellor, a Fup, 
a Courtier, or a Citizen, and not be obliged to 
make thoſe Charicters talk in different Dia- 
lects to be diſtinguiſned rom each other. This 
is certainly the ſureſt and belt Way of Writing: 
But fuch a Play as this makes a Man for za Month 
after over-run with Criticiſm, and enquire, 
l Hat every Mm on the Stage ſaid?

How came t'or her, who was bred after thi; pt 
tat Manner, to ſpeak ſo like a Man con derſant 
among # different People? Theſe Queſtions rob

who utters it. Laborious Ben's Works will bear 
this Sort of Inquiſition ; bur if the preſent Wri- 
ters were thus examined, and the Offences againſt 
this Rule cut our, few Plays would be long enough 
for the whole Evening's Entertainment. 

But I don't know how they did in thoſe old 
Times : This ſame Ben Johnſon has made every

at that Place on the 25th of this Month. Ge- 
neral Heiſter would ſhortly appear at the Head of 
his Army at Trentſchin, which Place is appoint- 
ed for the general Rendezvous of the Imperial 
Forces in Hungary; from whence he will 
advance to lay Siege in Newhauſe/: In the 
mean Time, Reinforcements, with a great Train 
of Artillery, are marching the ſame Way. The 
King of Denwark arrived on the 1th Inſtant at 
Inſpruck. and on the 26th at Dreſden, under a 
Triple Diſcharge of the Artille: y of that Place; 
bur his Majeſty refuſed rhe Ceremonies of a Pub- 
lick Ent y. 

Our Letters from the Upper Rhine ſay, That 
the Imperial Army began to form it ſelf ar 
Etlingen; where the reſpective Depu ies of the 
Elector Palatine, the Prince of Baden Durlach, 
the Biſhoprick of Spires, Cc. were aſſembled, 
and had taken the neceſſary Meaſures for the 
Proviſion of Forage, the Security of the Coun- 
try againſt rhe Incurſions of rhe Enemy, and 
laying a Bridge over the Rhine. Several Veſſels 
laden with Corn are daily palſing betore Frank- 
fart for the Lower Rhine. 

Letters from Pohand inform us, That a Detach- 
ment of Muſcouite Cavalry, under the Com- 
mand of General Land, had joined the Con- 
tederate Army; and the lutantry, 6 
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by General Gol:z, was expected to come up 
within few Days. Theſe Succours will amount 
to 20000 Men. 

Our laſt Advices from the Hague, dated June 


the 4th, N. S. ſay, That they expected a Courier 
from the French Court with the Ratification 
of the Preliminaries that Night or the Day fol- 
lowing. His Grace the Duke of Mari will 
ſer out for Bruſſels on Wedneſday or Thurſday 
next, if the Diſpatches which are expected from 
Paris don't alter his Reſolutions. tters trom 
Majorca confirm the Honourable Capitulation of 
the Caltle of Alicant, and alſo the th of the 
Governour Major-General Richard, Colonel $:- 
bourg, and Major Vignoller, who were all buried 
in the Ruins ot that Place by the ſpringing of 
their great Mine, which did, it ſeems more 
Execution than was reported. Monſieur Torcy 
paſſed thro' Mons in his Return, and had there 
a long Conterence with the Elector of Bavaria ; 
aſter which, that Prince ſpoke publickly of rhe 
Treatment he had received from France with the 
utmolt Indignation.

ample of a Challenge that ever paſſed amongſt

There fate at the Lett of rhe Table a Perſon ot 
a venerable Aſpect, who aſſerted, That halt the 
Impolitions which are B upon theſe Ages, have 
been rran{mitred by Writers who have given 
too great Pomp and Magniticence to the Ex- 
ploits of the ancient Bea, Garden. and made 
their Gladiators, by fabulous Tradition, greater 
than Gorman and others of Great Bricain. He 
informed the Company, that he had ſearched 
Authorities for what he ſaid, and that a learned 
Antiquary, Humphrey Scarecrow Eiq; of Hochi 
in the Hole, Recorder ro the Bear-Garden, was - 
then writing a Diſcourſe on the Subject. It ap- 
pears by the beſt Accounts, ſays this Gentle- 
man, that the high Names which are uſed 
among us with ſo great Veneration, were no 
other than Stage-fighters, and Worthics of the 
ancient Bear-Garden.

Mother, who was an Oyſter- Woman, having got 
a Black-Smirh ot Lemmos to make her Son's Wea- 
pons. There's a Pair of truſty Trojans in a Song 
of Virgi''s, that were famous for handling their 
Gaunrtlers, Dares and Eutellus; and indeed it 
does appear, they tought no Sham Prize. What 
Arms t _ Alexander uſed, is uncertain ; 
however, the Hiſtorian mentions, when he at- 
racked Thaleffris, it was only at ſingle Rapier; 
bur the Weapon ſoon tailed; for it was always 
obſerved, that the Anazons had a Sort of En- 
chantment about them, which made the Blade 
of the Weapon, though never of ſo good Metal, 
at every home Puſh loſe its Edge and grow tee- 
vie.

4nmad; and at the fame Time 'v 
Lord Orkney received Orders to poſſeſs him 1 
of Mortagne; both which were ſucceſsfully exc- 
cuted; whereby we are Maſters of the Scheld 
and the Scarp. Fight Men were drawn out of 
each Troop of Dragoons and Company of Foot 
in the Garriſon of Tournay, to make up the Re- 
inforcement which was order'd to join Marſhal 
Pillars; but upon Advice that the Allies — 
Mar 
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marching towards Towrnay, they endeavoured to 
return into the Town; but were intercepted by 
che Earl of Orkney, by whom that whole Body 
was killed or taken. Theſe Letters add, That 
1200 Dragoons (each Hoi ſeman 1 a Foot. 
Soldier behind him) were detached from Mon: to 
throw themſelves into Tournay ; but upon Ap. 
pearance of a great Body of Horſe of the Allies, 
retired towards Conde. We hear, That the Gar- 
riſon does not conſiſt of more than 3500 Men, 
Of the 60 Battalions deſign'd to be employ'd in 
this Siege, 7 are Engliſh, viz. Two of Guards, 
and the Regiments of Argyle, Temple, Evans, 
and Meredith.

That Difference of Temper, in Re- 
gard to Duels, which appcars to have been be- 
tween the Court and Parliament-Men of the 
Sword, was not (I conceive) for Want of Cou- 
rage in the latter, nor of a liberal Education, 
becauſe there were ſome of the belt Families in 
England engaged in that Party; but Gallantiy 
and Mode, which glitter agrecably to the Imag;- 
nation, were encouraged by the Court, as pro- 
moting its Splendour; and it was as natural that 
the contrary Party (who were to recommend 
themſelves to the Publick tor Men of ſerious and 
ſolid Parts) ſhould deviate from cvery Thing; 
Chimecrical. 

Mr. S.zge. I have never read of a Duel among 
the Romans ; and yet their Nobility uſed more 
Liberty wich their Tongues than one may do 
now without being challenged. 

Sir Mark. Perhaps the Romans were of Opi- 
nion, that ill Language, and brutal Manners, rc- 
flected only on thoſe who were guilty of them; 
and that a Man's Reputation was not at all cleai'd 
by cutting the Perſon's Throat who had reflected 
upon it: But the Cuſtom of thoſe Times had 
tixed the Scandal in the Action; Mhercas now ig 
lies in the Reproach. 

Mr. Sage. And yet the only Sort of Duel that 
one can conceive to have been tought upon Mo- 
tives truly honourable and allowable, was that 
between the Horatii and Curiatii. 

Sir Mark. Colonel Plume, Pray what was the 
Method of Single Combat in your Time among 
the Cavaliers? I ſuppoſe, that as the Uſe or 
Clothes continues, though rhe Fathion of mw

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has deen mutable; fo Dnels, tho? ſtill in Ute, 
have had in all Times their particular Modes of 
Performance. 

Col. Plume. We bad no conſtant Rule, but 
generally conducted our Diſpute and Tilt, accord:

the lalt Advices came away, it was belicv'd rhe 
Town of Towrnay would be in the Hands of the 
Confederates by the End of this Month. Advi- 
ces from Bruſſel; intorm us, That they have an 
Account of a great Action between the Male- 
contents in the Fivarez, and the French King's 
Forces under the Command of the Duke ot 
Roquelaure, in which Engagement there were 
Eighteen Hundred Men kili'd on the Spot. 
They add, That all Sorts of People who are un- 
der any Oppreſſion or Diſcontent do daily join 
the YV/varois; and that their prefent Body of 
Men in Arms conſiſted of Six Thouland. This 
ſudden Inſurrection has put the Court of France 
under great Difficulties; and rhe King has gi- 
ven Orders, That the main Body of his Troops 
in Span ſhall withdraw into his own Domini- 
0 4 ons, 
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ons, where they are to be quartered in ſuch Coun- 
tries as have of late diſcovered an Inclination to 
take up Arms: The Calamities of that Kingdom 
deing ſuch, that the People are not by any Means 
to be kept in Obedience, except by the Terror 
of Military Execution. What makes the Diſtreſ- 
ſes ſtill greater, is, That the Court begins to be 
doubttul of their Troops, ſome Regiments in 
the Attion of rhe Cevennes having taced about 
againſt their Officers; and after the Battle was 
over, join'd the Malecontents. Upon receiving 
Advice of this Battle, the Duke of Berwick de- 
tached Twelve Bartalions into thoſe Parts, and 
began to add new Works to his In:rrenchments 
nea” Prianzon, in order to defend his Camp, af- 
ter being weaken'd by ſending ſo great a Rein- 
forcement into the Cevennes. Letters from Spain 
lay, That the Dutcheſs of jon was lately deli- 
vered of a Second Son. They write from Madrid 
of the 25th of June, That the Blockade of Oli. 
venx a Mas continued; but acknowledge, that the 
late Proviſions which were thrown into the "lace, 
make them doubt whether they ſhall be Maſters 
of it this Campaign; though it is at preſent ſo 
cloſ-!y blocked up, that it appears impracticable 
to ſend in any more Stores or Succours. They 
are preparing with all Expedition to repair the 
Fortifications of Alicant, for the Security of the 
Kingdom of Valencia.

Women as they then were in Life; for that Sex 
had not in thoſe Days that Freedom in Conver- 
farion; and their Characters were only, that they 
were Mothers, Siſters, Daughters, and Wives. 
There were not then among the Ladies, ſhinin 
Wits, Politicians, Virtuoſz, Free-Thinkers, an 
Diſputanrs; nay, there was then hardly ſuch a 
Creature ev'n as a Coquer: But Vanity had 
quite another Turn, — the moſt 

omar: 
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Woman at that Time of Day was only the beſt 
Houſewite. Were it poſſible to bring into Life 
an Aſſembly ot Matrons of that Age, and intro- 
duce the learned Lady Woodby into their Com- 
pany — would not believe the ſame Nation 
could produce à Creature ſo unlike any Thing 
they ever {aw in it. 

But theſe Ancients would be as much afſtoniſh'd 
to ſce in the ſame Age ſo illuſtrious a Pattern to 
all who love Things Praiſe-worthy, as the divine 
Alpaſia. Methinks, I now ſee her walking in 
her Gaiden like our firſt Parent, with unaffected 
Charms, before —— Spectators, and bear- 
ing celeſtial conſcious Virtue in her Aſpect. Her 
Countenance is the lively Picture of her Mind, 
which is the Seat of Honour, Truth, Compaſſion, 
Knowledge, and Innocence.

At other 
Times they are all of 'em wondertvlly obliged 
to a Lybian Lion, which may give indeed very 

reeable Terrors ro a Deſcription ; but is no 

mpliment to the Perſon to whom it is appli- 
ed : Eagles, Tygers, and Wolves, are made Uſe 
of on the ſame Occalion, and very often with 
much Beauty; but this is ſtill an Honour done 
to the Brute, rather than the Hero. Mars, Pal- 
lac, Bacchus, and Hercules, have cach of em 
furniſhed very good Similes in their Time, and 
made, doubtlets, a greater Impreſſion on the 
Mind of a Heathen, than they have on that ot a 
modern Reader.

We had at the ſame Time that Evening the 


beſt Sort of Companion that can be, a good-na- 
rured old Man. is Perſon meets, in 4 Com- 

any of young Men, Veneration for his Benevo- 

nce, and is not only valued for the good Quyali. 
ries of which he is Maſter, but reaps an Accep- 
tance trom the Pardon he gives to other Meng 
Faults: And the ingenious Sort of Men with 


whom he converſes, have fo juſt a Regard for 


him, that he rather is an Example, than a Check 
to their Behaviour. For this Reaſon, as Senecig 
never pretends to be a Man of Pleaſure before 
Youth, ſo young Men never ſet up for Wiſdom 
before Senecio; fo that you never meet, where he 
is, thoſe Monſters of Converſation, who are grave 
or gay above their Years. He never converſes 
but with Followers of Nature and good Senſe, 
where all that is uttered is only the Effect of a 
communicable Temper, and not of Emulation 
to excel their Companions; all Deſire of Su- 
periority being a Contradiction to fthat Spirit 
which makes a juſt Converſation, the very Ef- 
ſence of which is mutual Good-will. Hence ir is, 
that I take it for a Rule, that the natural, and not 
the — Man, is the Companion. Learning, 
Wit, Gallantry, and good Breeding, are all but 
ſubordinate Qualities in Society, and are of no 
Value, but as they are ſubſervient to Benevolence, 
and tend to a certain Manner of being or appear- 
ing equal to the reſt of the Company; for 

verſation is compoſed of an Aſſembly of Men, 


as they are Men, and not as they are diſtinguiſk- 


ed by Fortune: Therefore he that brings his Qua- 
lity with him into Converſation, ſhould always 

y the Reckoning; for he came to receive

HIS Day I obliged Pacolet to entertain me 
T with Matters which regarded Perſons ot 
his own Character and Occuparion. We choſe 
to take our Walk on Tower-Hi/l ; and as we 
were coming from thence in order to (troll as 
far as Garraway's, I obſerved rwo Men, who 
had but juſt landed, coming from the Water. 
hde, I thought there was ſomething uncom- 


mon 
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mon in their Mien and Aſpect; but though 
they ſeemed by their Vitage to be related, yet 
was there a Warmth in their Manner, as it they 
differed very much in their Sentiments of the 
Subject on which they were talking. One of 
tem ſcem'd to have a natural Confidence, 
mixed with an ingenuous Freedom in his Ge- 
ſture, his Dreſs very plain, but very gracetul 
and becoming The other, in the Midit of an 
over-bearing Carriage, betrayed toy frequently 
looking round bin a Suſpicion that he was 
not enough regarded by thoſe he mer, or that 
he feared they would make ſome Attack upon 
him. This Perſon was much taller than his 
Companion, and added to that Height the Ad- 
vantage of a Feather in his Hat, and Heels to 
his Shoes ſo monſtrouſly bigh, that he had 
three or four times fallen down, had he not 
been ſupported by his Friend. They made a 
fill Stop as they came within a few Yards of 
the Place where we ſtood. The plain Gentle- 
man bowed to Pacolet; the other looked on 
bim with ſome Diſpleaſure: Upon which 1 
asked him, Who they both were * When he 
thus informed mc of their Perſons and Circum-

You may remember, T/aac, that I have of- 
ten told you, there are Beings of a ſuperior 
Rank ro Mankind , who frequently vitit the Ha- 
bitations of Men, in order to call them from 
fome wrong Purſuits in which they are actuall 
engaged, or divert them from Methods whic 
will lead them into Errors for the future. He 
that will carefully reflect upon the Occurrences 
ot his Lite, will find he has been ſometimes 
extricared out of Difficulties, and received Fa- 
vours Where he could never have expected ſuch 
Berietits; as well as met with croſs Events 
krom ſome nnſcen Hand , vihich have diſap- 

pointed 
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pointed his beſt laid Deſigns. Such Accidents 
arrive from the Interventions of Aerial Beings, 
as they are benevolent or hurtful to the Nature 
of Man, and attend his Steps in the Tracts ot 
Ambition, of Buiineſs, and of Pleaſure, Be- 
fore I ever appeared to you in the Manner I do 
now, I have frequently tullowed you in your 
Evening Walks, and have otten, by throwing 
ſome Accident in your Way, as the paſling by 
of a Funeral, or the Appearance of ſome other 
folemn Object, given your Imagination a new 
Turn, and changed a Night yuu had deſtined 
to Mirth and Jollity, into an Exerciſe of Study 
and Contemplation. I was the old Soldier who 
met you laſt Summer in Chelſea-Ficlds, and pre- 
tended that I had broken my Wooden-Leg, and 
could not get Home; but I ſnapꝰd it ſhort off on 
purpoſe that you might fall into the Reflections 
you did on that Subject, and take me into your 
ck. If you remember, you made your ſelf 
very merry on that Fracture, and asked me, 
Whether I thought I ſhould next Winter fee} 
Cold in the Toes of that Leg? As is uſually 
obſerved, that thoſe who loſe Limbs, are fc. 
fible of Pains in the extreme Parts, even attcr 
thoſe Limbs are cut off. However, my keep- 
ing you then in the Story ot the Battle of the 
Boin, prevented an Athgnation, Which would 
— led you into more Diſaſters than I then re- 

red. 
To be ſhort: Thoſe two Perſons you {ce 
onder are {uch as I am; they are not real 
en, but are mere Shades and Figures: One 15 
named Alethes, the other FYerijſemilis, Ihcir 
Office is to be the Guardians and Repreſenta- 
tives of Conſcicnce and Honeur. They ate nuw 
going to vint the ſeveral Parts of the Town. 
to ſee how their Intereſts in the World decay 
er flouriſh, and to purge themiclyes from thr 
mauy 
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falſe Imputations they daily meet with 

in Commerce and Converſation of 
You obſerved PFeriſimilis frowned when he firſt 
ſaw me. What he is provoked at, is, that [ 
told him one Day, though he (trutted and 
dreſſed with ſo much Oſtentation, if he kept 
himſeif within his own Bounds, he was but 2 
Lacquey, and wore only that Gentleman's Li. 
very whom he is now with. This frets him 
to the Heart; for you mutt know, he has pre- 
tended a long Time to ſet up for himſelf, and 

among a Crowd of the more unthinki 
— of Mankind, who take him for a Perſon 
of the firſt Quality; though his Introduction 
into the World was wholly owing to his preſent 
S Ens agreeabl 

is Encounter was very e to me 
and I was reſolved to dog them, and deſired 
Pacolet to accompany me. I foon perceived 
what he told me in the Geſture of the Perſons : 
For when they look'd at each other in Dif. 
courſe, the well-dreſs'd Man ſuddenly caſt 
down his Eyes, and diſcovered that the other 
had a painful Superiority over him. Aſter 
ſome further Diſcourſe, they took Leave. The 
lain Gentleman went down towards Thames- 
eet, in order to be preſent, at lealt, at the 
Oaths taken at the Cuſtom- Howſe ; and the other 
made directly for the Heart ot the City. lr is 
incredible how great 2 Change there imme- 
diarely appeared in the Man ot Honour when 
got rid of his uneaſie Companion: He ad- 
juſted the Cock of his Hat a-new, ſettled his 
Sword-Knot, and had an Appearance that at- 
tracted a ſudden Inclination for him and his 
Intereſts in all who beheld him. For my Part 
(ſaid I to Pacolet) I cannot but think you are 
miſtaken in calling this Perſon, of the Lower 
Quality; for he looks much more like Co 
. man 
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teman than the other. Don't you obſerve all 
Eyes are upon him as he advances : How each 
Sex gazes at his Stature, Aſpect, Addreſs, and 
Motion? Pacolct: only ſmiled, and ſhaked his 
Head; as leaving me to be convinced by my 
own further Obſervation. We kept on our 
Way after him till we came to Exchange- Adey 
where the plain Gentleman again came up to 
the other ; and they itood together after the 
Manner of eminent Merchants, as if ready to 
receive Application ; bur I could obſerve no 
Man talk to either of them. The One was 
laughed at as a Fop; and I heard many Whiſ- 

rs againlt the other, as a Whimtical Sort of 
Fellow, and a great Enemy to Trade. They 
croſſed Coruhill together, and came into the 
full Change, where ſome bowed, and gave 
themſelves Airs in being known to ſo fine a 
Man as Veriſimilis, who, they ſaid, had great 
Intergit in all Princes Courts; and the other 
was taken Notice of by {ſeveral as one they 
had ſeen ſomewhere long betore. One more 
particularly ſaid, He had tormerly been a Man 
of Conlideration in the World; but was fo un- 
lucky, that they who dealt with him, by ſome 
ſtrange Infatuation or other, had a Way of cut- 
ting of their own Bills, and were prodigi- 
outly flow in improving their Stock. Bur as 
much as I was curious tu obſerve the Reception 
theſe Gentlemen met with upon Change, I 
could not help being interrupted by one that 
came up towards us, to whom every Body 
made their Compliments. He was of the com- 
mon Height, and in his Dreſs there ſecmed to 
be great Care to appear no Way particular, ex- 
cept in a certain exact and feat Manner of Be- 
haviour and Circumſpection. He was won- 
derfully careful that his Shoes and Cloathes 
ſhould be without the leaſt Speck upon them;

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and ſcen'd to think , that on ſuch an Ac- 
cident depended his very Lite and Fortune. 
There was hardly a Man on Change who had 
not a Note upon him; and each ſeęm'd very 
well ſatistied that their Money lay in his Hands 
without demanding Payment. I asled Pacaler, 
What great Merchant that was, who was ſo 
univerſally addreſſed to, yet made too familiar 
an Appearance to command thar extraordinary 
Deference ? Pacolet anſwer'd, This Perſon is 
the Dæmon or Genius of Credit; his Name is 
Umbra. If you obſerve, he follows Aerhes and 
Veri{imilis at a Diſtance; and indeed has no 
Foundation for the Figure he makes in the 
World, but that he is thought to keep then 
Caſh ; though at the fame Time, none who 
truſt him, would truſt the other for a Groar. 
As the Company rolled about, the three Spe- 
tters were jumbled into one Place: When they 
were ſo, and ail thought there was an Alliance 
between them, they immediately drew upon 
them the Bu'ineſs of the whole Change. Bur 
their Affairs ſoon encreaſed to {uch an unwield 
Bulk, that Alethes took his Leave, and faid, 
He would not engage further thin he had an 
immediate Fund ro anfwer. Veri/im: {ts pretend- 
ed, that though he had Revenues large enough 
to go on his own Bottom, yet it was below 
one ot his Family to condeſcend ro t ade in his 
own Name; therefore he allo retired. I was 
extremely troubled, to {ee the glorious Mart of 
London left with no other Guardian, but him of 
Credir. But Pacolc; ted me, That Traders had 
nothing ro do with the Honour or Comſtienc: 
ot their Correſpondents, provided they ſuppor-— 
ted a general Behaviour in the World, which 
could not hurt their Credit or their Pu: fes : For 
(ſaid he) you may in this one Tract of Building 
of Lena and Weſtminſter ſee the * 
Cue 
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Motives on which the greateſt Affaits move, as 
well as in rambling over the Face ot the Earth. 
For though Allet hes is the real Governor, as well 
as Legitlator oft Mankind, he has very little Bu- 


{meſs bur to make up Quarrels, and is only a ge- 


neral Reterree, to whom every Man pretends 
to appeal; but is ſatished with his Derermina- 
tions no further than they promote his own In- 
tereſt. Hence it is, that the Soldier and rhe 
Courtier model their Actions according to Len- 
{miltss Manner, and the Merchant according 
to that of Unia. Among theſe Men, Honour 
and Credit are not valuable Poſſeſlions in them-- 
ſelves, or purſued our of a Principle of Juſtice ; 
bur merely as thev are {crviceable to Ambition 
and to Commerce. But the World will never 
be in any Manner of Order or Tranquillity, till 
Men are firmly convinced, that Conſcience, Ho- 
nour, and Credit, are all ia one Intereſt; and 
that without the Concurrence of the former, 
the latter are but Impotitions upon our ſelves 
and others. The Force theſe deluſive Words 
have, is not ſcen in the Tranſactions of the 
buſie World only, but alſo, have their Tyranny 
over the Fair Sex. Were you to ask the un- 
happy Lais. What Pangs of Reflection, preter- 
ring the Conſideration of her Honour to her 
Conſcience, has given her? She could tell you, 
That ir has forced her to drink up half a Gal- 
lon this Winter of Tim Daſ/5pa's Portions , 
That ſhe ſtill pines away for tear of being a 
Mother; and knows nor, but the Moment the 
is ſuch, ſhe thall be a Murdereſs: Bur it Con- 
ſcience had as ſtrong a Force upon her Mind 
as Honour, the firſt Step ro her unhappy Con- 
dition had ncver been made; ſhe had ſtill been 
innocent, as ſhe is beautiful. Were Men to 
enlighten'd and ſtudious ot their own Good, as 
to act by the Dictates of their Reaſon -_ 

of 
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Reflection, and not the Opinion of others, Con- 
ſcience would be the ſteady Ruler of humane 
Life; and the Words, Truth, Law, Reaſon, Equi- 
„and Religion, would be but Synonymous 
erms, for that only Guide which makes us 
paſs our Days in our own Favour and Approba- 
non.

Philan- 
der the other Day was bewailing this Misfortune 
with much Indignation, and upbraided me for 


having ſome Time fince quoted thoſe excellent 
Lines of the Satyriſt: 


To an exact Perfection they have brought 
The Action Love, th: Paſſion is forgot.

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How could you (ſaid he) leave ſuch a Hint ſo 
coldly ? How could Aſpaſia and Semphronia en- 
ter into your Imagination at the ſame Time, and 
you never declare to us the different Reception 
you gave 'em ? ; 

The Figures which the ancient Mythologiſts 
and Poets put upon Love and Lult in their Wri- 
tings, are very Iaſtructive. Love is a beauteous 
Blind Child, adorn'd with a Quiver and a Bow, 
which he plays with, and ſhoots around him, 
without Deſign or Direction; to intimate to us, 
that the Perſon beloved has no Intention to give 
us the Anxieties we meet with; but that the 
Beauties of a worthy Object are like the Charms 
of a lovely Infant: They canncr bur attract your 
Concern and Fondnels, tho? the Child ſo regard- 
ed is as inſenſible of the Value you put upon it, 
as it is that it deſerves your Benevolence. On 
the other Side, the 1 2 figured Luit in the 
Form of a Satyr; of Sha 75 Humane, part 
Beſtial ; to lignify, that the Followers of it pro- 
ſtitute the Reaſon of a Man to purſue the Appe- 
tites of a Beaſt. This Satyr is made to haunt the 
Paths and Coverts of the Wood-Nymphs and 
Shepherdefles, to lurk on the Banks of Rivulers, 
and watch the purling Streams, * the Reſorts 
of retired Virgins) to ſhow, that lawleſs Deure 
tends chiefly to prey upon Innocence, and has 
ſomething ſo unnatural in ir, that it hates its own 
Make, and ſhuns the Object it lov'd, as ſoon as 
it has made it like it ſelf. Love therefore is 2 
Child that complains and bewails its Inability to 
help ir ſelf, and weeps for Aſſiſtance, without an 
immediate Reflection or Knowledge of the Food 
it wants: Luſt, a watchful Thief which ſcizes 
its Prey, and lays Snares for its own Relief; and 
its principal Object being Innocence, it nevcr 
rabs, but it murders at the fame Time. 
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From this Idea of 2 CV and a Sathr, we ma 
fettle our Notion of thete different Deſires, an 
accordingly rank their Followers. Aſpaſia muit 
therefore allow'd to be the firſt ot the beau- 
teous Order of Love, whoſe unaffected Freedom, 
and conſcious Innocence. give her the Attendance 
of the Graces in all her Actions. That awful Di- 
ttance which we bear rowards her in ail our 
Thoughts of her, and that chearful Familiarity 
with which we approach her, are certain Initan- 
ces of her being the trueſt Obje& of Love of 
any of her Sex. In this accompliſh'd Lady, Love 
is the conſtant FFeF, becauſe it is never the De- 
lign. Let, tho? her Mien carries much more Invi- 
tation than Command, to behold her is an im- 
mediate Check to looſe Behaviour; and to love 
her, is a liberal Education : For, it being the Na- 
ture of all Love to create an Imitation or the be- 
loved Perſon in the Lover, a Regard for Apaſia 
naturally Pee Decency of Marners, and 
— Conduct ot Lite, in her Admirers. It there- 
ore the giggling Læucippe could but fee her Train 
of Fops aſlemblcd, and 4{pa/tz move by them, 
ſhe would be mortifed at the Vencration with 
which the is beheld, cven by Leucippe's own un- 
. thinking Equipage, whoſe Paſſions have long ta- 
ken Leave of their Underitandings. . 

As Charity is eſteemed a Conjunction of the 
good Qualities neceſſary to « virruous Man, {fo 

ove is the happy Compoſit io of all tlie Accom- 

liſhments that make a Fine Gentleman. The 

otive of a Man's Lite is ſeen in all his Actions; 
and ſuch as have the Beauteous Boy for their 
Inſpirer, have a Simplicity of Behaviour, and a 
certain Evenneſs of Deſire, which burns like 
the Lamp of Life in their Boſoms; while they 
who are inſtigated by the Satyr, are ever tortu- 
red by ſealouſies of the Object of their Wiſhes ; 


often deſue what they ſcorn, and as often 
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conſciouſly and knowingiy embrace where they 
are mutually indifferent. 

Florio, the generous Husband, and L:mberham, 
the kind Keeper, are noted Examples ot the dit- 
ferent Effects which theſe Deſires produce in the 
Mind. Amanaa, who is the Wite of Florio, lives 
in the continual Enjoyment of new Inſ{tances of 
her Husband's Friendſhip, and ſees it the End of 
all his Ambition to make her Lite one Scrics of 
Pleaſure and Satistaction; and Amande's Reliſh 
of the Goods ot Lite is all that makes them pleca- 
fing to Florio : They behave themtelves ro each 
other when preſent with a certain apparent Bene- 
yolence, which trantports above Rapture; and 
they think of each other in Abſence with a Con- 
hdence unkr.own to the highett Friendſhip : Their 
Satisfactions arc doubled, their Sorrows leſſen'd 
by Participation. 

On the other Hand, Corima, who is the 
Miſtreſs of Limberham, lives in cornitant Tor- 
ment: Her Equipage is, an old Woman, who 
was what Corinna is now; an antiquated Foor. 
man, who was Pimp to Zimberham's Father; 
and a Chamber-Maid , who is Limbericams 
Wench by Fits, out of a Principle of Puliricks 
to make her jcalous and watchtul of Corinna. 
Under this Guard, and in this Convertation, 
Corinna lives in State: The Furniture of her 
Habitation, and her own gorgeous Ness, make 
her the Envy of all the ſtrolling Ladies in the 
Town; but Corum knows ſhe her (elf is bur Part 
of Limberham's Houſhold Stuff, and is as cuba 
ble of being diſpos'd ot cliewhere, as anv other 
Moveable.

Letters from the Hague of the h Inſtant, 
N. S. ſay, That there 8 at our Camp 
Deſerters in conſiderable Numbers; and that 
ſeveral of the Enemy concealed themſelves in 
the Town of Tournay when the Garriſon mar- 
ched into the 'Ciradel ; after which, they pre- 
ſented themſelves to the Duke of Marlborough; 
ſome of whom were Commithoned Officers. 
The Earl of Albemarle is appointed Governour 
of the Town. Soon after the Surrender, there 
aroſe a Diſpute about a confiderable Work, 
which was aflerted by the Allies to be Part 
of the Town, and by the French to belong 

do 
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to the Citadel. It is faid, Monheur de Surville 
was fo ingenuous as to declare, he thougat it to 
be comprehended within the Limits ot the Town ; 
but Monſicur de M-[grigny, Governor of the Ci- 
radel, was of a contrary 88 lr is reported, 
That this Affair occaſioned great Vifficulties, 
which ended in a Capitulation for the Citadel it 
ſelf; the principal Article ot which is, That it 
ſhall be ſurrender'd on the 5th of Septexaber next, 
in caſe they are not in the mean Time relieved, 
This Circumſtance gives Foundation to believe, 
that the Enemy have acted in this Manner, ra- 
ther from ſome Hopes they conceive of a Treaty 
of Peace betore that Time, than any Expectation 
from their Army, which has retired towards 
their former Works between Lens and La Baſſce,* 
Theſe Advices add, That his Excellency the Cza- 
riſh Ambaſlador has communicated to the States 
General, and the Foreign Minitters reiiding at the 
Hague, a Copy ot a Letter trom his Maſter's 
Camp, which gives an Account ot the entire De- 
teat ot the Swea;jh Army. They turther ſay, That 
Count Piper is taken Priſoner, and that it is 
douvted Whether the King ot Sweden himſelf was 
not kill'd in the Action. We hear from Savey, 
That Count Thaum having amus'd the Enemy by 
2 March as tar as the Tyra az, had tuddenly 
repaſſed Nlount Cenis, and moved towards Bris 
anzon. This unexpected Ditpolition is apprehen- 
ded by the Enemy as a Piece of the Luke of Sa- 
Doy's Dexterity ; and the Heine adding this Cir- 
cumſtance to that ot the Cunictlcrate Squadron's 
Ting before Toulon, convince themiclves, that his 
Royal Highneſs has his Thoughts upon the Exc- 
eution of tome great De igu m thoſe Parts.

WW fare: malicious Men may ſay of our Lu- 
cubrations, we have no Deſign but to 
uce unknown Merit, or place in a proper 
ight the Actions of our Contemporaries who 
labour to diſtinguiſh themſelves, whether it be by 
Vice or Virtue.

Raff, than 1 am of thoſe Worthies; but the La- 
tins have an admirable Admonition expreſs'd in 
two Words, to wit, N:quid nimis, which for- 
bids my indulging my — on thoſe * 
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Subjects, and calls me to do Juſtice te others, 
who make no leſs Figures in our Generation: 
OF ſuch, the firſt and moſt renown'd is, that 
eminent Hero and Lover, Orlando the Handſome, 
whoſe Diſappointments in Love, in Gallanery, 
and in War, have baniſhed him from publick 
View, and made him voluntarily enter into a 
Conftinement, to which the ungrateful

This made Orlando the univerſal Flame 
of all the Fair Sex; Innocent Virgins ſigh'd for 
him, as Auen; experienced V. idows, as Her- 
eales., Thus did this Figure walk alone the Pat- 
tern and Ornament ot our Species, but of Courſe 
the Envy of all who had rhe fame Paſſione, 
without his ſuperior Merit and Pretences to the 
Favour of that enchanting Creature, Woman. 
However, the generous Or/ande believ'd himſelf 
form'd for the World, and not to be engroſsd 
by any particular Affection. He figh'd not for 
Delia, for Chloris, for Chloe, for Betty, nor my 
Lady, nor for the ready Chamber-maid, nor di. 
ſtant Baroneſs: Woman was his Miſtreſs, and 
the whole Sex his Seraglio. His Form was al- 
ways irreſiſtable: And if we conſider, that not 
One of Five hundred can bear the leaft Favour 


trom a Lady without being exalted above 2 
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ſelf; if alſo we muſt allow, that a Smile from a 
Side-Box has made Fack Spruce halt mad, we 
can't think it wondertul that Orlaudo's repeated 
Conqueſts rouch'd his Brain: So it certainly 
did, and Orlando became an Enthutialt in Love;
